BROKER FIRM FAILS 


Pittsburg, July 3—The brokerage 


firm of R. M. Weaver & Co. closed its 
doors today. 
No-detailed statement 


of the alleged financial difficulties has 
been issued. It is not believed that 
the losses will be large to the firm's 
patrons. 


•• Cleveland, July 3.—Convinced that 
John D. Rockefeller is hiding at Forest 
Hill, or at the home of some of his 
friends or dependants in Cleveland, 
U. S. Marshal Chandler today, under 
authority from Washington, swore in 
a large number of deputies. Twenty- 
five are within the 
grounds, 
each 


armed with a copy ot the Chicago court 
summons while others watch the home 
of Rev. Mr. Elton, Rockeleller's pas- 
tor, Superintendent Jones' home, his 
Euclid avenue residence and other 
places where theie ib a chance of find- 
Ing the missing Oil King. Mrs. Roclv- 
efeller, worrying over the search for 
her husband, is ill again, and Chand- 
ler believes that if Rockefeller. is not 
in Forest Hill his wife's illness will 
soon draw him there. 


Dispatches from the East tell of the 


fruitless efforts to find John D. at the 
places where he has been reported to 
be in hiding. Chicago dispatches say 
District Attorney Sims has refused to 
compromise and insists that Rockefel- 
ler must submit to service and says 
Uncle Sam will remain on the trail 
until he is run down. 


Cleveland, O-, July 3.—It is believed 


by federal officials here that John D. 
Rockefeller, whose presence is desired 
Saturday in the United States circuit 
court at Chicago, is in Cleveland. 
Forest Hill, the suburban home of the 


king, is besieged by United States 


arshal Frank M. Chandler and a 


ps of deputies representing the de- 


partment of justice. The efforts of 
federal officials to serve the subpoena 
issued from Judge Landis' court in 
Chicago on Mr. Rockefeller have so 
far been unsuccessful. Access to the 
lodge was denied a deputy marshal, 
and Marshal Chandler at that time 
announced that he would ask the de- 
partment of justice at Washington for 
further authority in the case. Later 
he was admitted to the lodge, and Su- 
perintendent Jones of the Rockefeller 
estate informed him that he and his 
deputies could have the freedom of 
the place. 


Chandler and Deputy Frank F. 


Schwentner arrived at Forest Hill at 
an early hour. "I am on official busi- 
ness," announced Chandler, and Pat 
Lynch opened the gates. The two of- 
ficials walked to the house. Chandler 
returned alone. Schwentner, he de- 
clared, had been left on John D.'s front 
porch with instructions to stay there 
until the oil king either entered the 
fcouse or left it. He had Judge Landis' 
subpoena in his pocket. 
Chandler 


closely questioned the servants and 
the oil king's secretary and it is said 
satisfied himself that Rockefeller was 
In the house. 
, 
Conference at Chicago. 


1 Chicago, July 3.—The defendant 
company's lawyers in the Standard Oil 
case sought an Interview with Judge 
Landis, and when informed that he 
was out of the city went to the office 
of District Attorney Sims, where a 
long conference was held. The attoj-- 
Oeys for both sides refused to say any- 
thing further than that the conference 
was for the purpose of discussing cer- 
tain courses of procedure next Satur- 
day, when the oil magnates who have 
been served with subpoenas will ap- 
pear in court. A long telephone con- 
versation was held between District 
Attorney Sims and Marshal Chandler 
of Cleveland. The marshal told Mr. 
Sims that he was "hot on the oil king's 
track," that he has reliable informa- 
tion that Mr. Rockefeller is in Cleve- 
land, and that he expects to obtain 
service on him. 


Searching For John D. 


Pittsfield, Mass., July 3.—United 


States Deputy Marshal Frank of North 
Adams arrived here. He declined to 
gay that he came to PittsSeld in con- 
nection with the Rockefeller case, but 
admitted he was here on official busi- 
ness. It is thought that a deputy mar- 
thai will come from Boston and that 
en attempt may be made to ascertain 
whether Mr. Rockefeller is at Taconic 
lodge, the country villa of his son-in- 
law, B. Parmelee Prentice, where it is 
reported he has been since last Thurs- 
day.

The 
cross-examination of all three wit- 
nesses showed a purpose on the part 
of the state to further deal with their 
testimony when the case in rebuttal 
is reached. When Orchard is recalled 
he will be asked to give his version of 
the alleged use of "Pettibone dope" in 
burning Malich's store at Globeville.

The entire West is justly indignant 


at President Roosevelt's forest reserve 
policy, not only because it tends to 
discourage immigration to and devel- 
opment of many sections, Jjut for the 
further reason that it establishes a 
system as obnoxious and oppressive as 
English landlordism in Ireland. 


Ostensibly the purpose of the act is 


to preserve the forests and conserve 
the water supply. In its practical ap- 
plication the government's chief pur- 
pose seems to lie to squeeze every 
cent it can out of'the settlers who 
have made tiif-ir homes in the vicini'y 


of forest reserves. There is a grazing 
fee and a timber fee and a proposed 
water fee, aud a fee for this and that, 
and these lees go to swell a surplus in 
the Xational Treasury.

Theodore Roosevelt, has become a 
penny grasping landlord, preying up- 
on a class of pioneer citizens already 
enduring all manner of hardships while 
trying to found homes and develop a 
wilderness. 


It has been the fixed policy of this 


government since the days of Wash- 
ington to administer the public lauds 
in a way to benefit settlers, to en- 
courage immigration and home 'build- 
ing and to develop natural resources. 
Free soil and protection of home in- 
dustries have long been established as 
a part of the nation's policy. 
This 


is the lirsl tune m our history that 
the public lauds have been exploited 
for gain at the expense of the home- 
spekers and legitimate industry.—Ritu 
(Colo. News.)

The Hessians.

atthe time those Germans never -would of arms and a number of brass' caft-

1MB has softened our asperities 


against the "Hessian hirelings'" 
who fought with the British 
against our forefathers in the 


War of the Revolution. American Revo- 
lutionary soldiers bitterly hated these 
hireling enemies. The feeling of bit- 


But, in the light of all the facts con- 
nected withgthe employment of these 
unfortunate "fighting men, it \vould 
seem that -we should remember them 
with pity rather than with scorn. As 
' individuals they were in no way to 
blame. 
They were slaves, not free- 


meu. They were driven like cattle to 
the slaughter, altogether" against their 
will. They fought fiercely, as a rule, 
but chiefly to survive rather than to 
Blay. Now and then some of them re-, 
sorted to cruel and unnecessary butch- 
eries, but they were brutalized by their 
trade and by the example of their Brit- 
ish confederates and the savage In- 
dians whom the British employed as 
warriors against American liberty. 


King George III. bought 
outright 


these Hessian soldiers to the number 
of 17,626, paying $3,600 a head to the 
petty German princes who supplied 
them. 
They came chiefly from the 


principalities of Hesse and Hesse-Cas- 
sel, which accounts for the name Hes- 
sian being applied to all of them. I 
Many, however, were furnished by the 
Duke of Brunswick and the Prince of 
Waldeck. The four princes pocketed 
between them $775,000, the landgrave 
of Hesse-Cassel getting most of it, for 
he furnished 12,104 men. It was a 
heinous bargain. Throughout Europe 
it was viewed with horror as a great 
crime against humanity. 
Frederick 


the Great was particularly severe in 
commenting upon what he termed "the 
scandalous man traffic of his neigh- 
bors," and because they had been sold 
like cattle he levied upon them the 
regular cattle toll of so much per heud 
when any of them had to pass through 
bis territory to embark for America. 


To make up the requisite number of 


men these petty princes caused labor- 
ers to be seized at their work in the 
fields and hustled off to the barracks. 
Many were taken from the churches 


have gone farther afield and victory 
would have been made easier for the 
patriots. The first lauding detachment 
was under command of Count Donop, 
•who was killed at Fort Mercer a year 
later. 


On the day following the first land- 


ing two full brigades of Hessians came 
ashore, under command of Lieutenant 
General de Heister. an old man who 
was much depressed-by the 
of 


fourteen weeks. It is saU that on the 
voyage "his patience and tobacco be- 
came exhausted." The old man c-illed 
for hock and drank copiously of it, to 
the health of his friends, and this is 
said to have put him in fine fettle. So 
fnr as' historv records, that was the 
first beverage drinking at gay Coney 
Island. 


From that time forward-the 11^ 


caused General Washington and his 
men a great deal of trouble. 
They 


participated irTiiiost of the battles of 
consequence, sometimes forming the 
•chief opposing force. 
This was the 


case at the battle of Trenton, after 
Washington's memorable crossing of 
the Delaware, "which was full of float- 
ing ice," as the schoolbooks say. Gen- 
eral de Heisiei's fondness for hock 
was well matched, or perhaps over- 
matched, by Colonel Rail's fondness 
for wine. This Hessian colonel com- 
manded the hireling troops at Tren- 
ton. 
There were about 1.300 Hes- 


sians and a troop of British lieht horse 
at that place when Washington took 
the enemy by surprise the day after 
Christmas, 
1770. The British light 


horse fled to Bordentovra at the first 
alarm, leaving the Hessians to hold the 
place if they could. 


Colonel Rail was concluding a noc- 


turnal carousal following the celebra- 
tion of Christinas. 
He had been in- 


ilted, with other officers, to a supper 
at the house of one Abraham Hunt. 
Just at dawn Colonel Rail, flushed 
with wine, was about to deal in a 
game of cards that bad lasted all night 
when a negro servant stationed at the 
door entered the room and handed him 
a letter from a Tory who had discov- 
ered the approach of Washington's ar- 
my and hastened to notify the Hessian 
commander. The colonel was too much 
interested in the game to read the mes- 
sage and thrust it into his pocket un- 
opened. He was unaware, of course, 
of its importance. 
Presently the roll 


of drums was heard, followed by tbe 
rattle of musketry und the rumble of 
heavy guns. The battle was on. 


Rail leaped to his feet afld flew xo 


his post, where he speedily began a 


Don, and Stark said that if he had 
hail another hour of daylight he would 
have taken the whole opposing army. 


For his work at Beuuiugton Stark 


was made a brigadier general in the 
Continental army. He was then only 
a New Hampshire militia brigadier, 
having resigned from the army because 
several junior nincompoops had beer, 
advanced to general rank over bis hr-ud 
by the Continental congress. The same 
sort of injustice did much toward mak- 
ing Benflict Arnold a traitor. 


One of the most notable Hessian de- 


feats during the Revolution was that 
at Fort Mercer, Xew Jersey, on the 
Delaware river near Philadelphia, in 
1777. Four hundred Americans under 
Lieutenant Colonel Christopher Greene 
garrisoned the fort. Lord Howe sent 
1,200 picked Hessians under Count Do- 
nop to attack the fort. Colonel Greene 
was informed that the Hessians num- 
bered 2.300. Nevertheless, when Donop 
sent a Hessian officer with a nag to de-

American soil was on Aug. 22, 1776. 
Tbe landing was made at a point on 
Long Island very near the present 
Coney Island. -A-faoftious person hns 
remarked that if the present resort 
With its flowing lager had been there 


vtiivited defense. But he was too late 
Tho Americans routed his commanc 
with great slaughter, capturing manj 
men and a considerable quantity of 
stores. 


The jlcssian military band was cap 


tured, and it Is highly interesting to 
note that on the next Fourth of Juij 
tbe first celebration of Independence 
day was enlivened by music from thi: 
same band, to the supreme delight am 
satisfaction of the people. For three 
weeks in advance of the first glorious 
Fourth the musical Hessians were 
compelled to practice patriotic Anier 
ican airs. They played all day in a 
public square. This is one of history's 
most glorious jokes. 


Poor Colonel Rail paid dearly for hi 


Christmas celebration. He was mor 
tal'y wounded early in the fight a 
Trenton and died shortly afterward 
Washington paid him a visit after thp 
battle and expressed his sympathy 
Rail was accounted a brave soldier. 


General John Stark had an encounte 


with Hessians at the battle of Ben 
nington which redounded to his slory

The Hessians attacked, and Donop 


fell at the first fire, mortally wounded. 
About 300 of his men were killed, and 
the rest, except those wounded and 
:aken prisoner, fled in panic and made 
many miles before they dared to stop. 
Some of tbe Hessians got so close to 
the fort that they were pierced by the 
wads from the guns of the pat-riots. 
As Count Donop, v/ho was only thirty- 
seven years old, was dying he said to 
an American officer, "It is finishing a 
noble career early, but I die the vic- 
tim of my ambition and of tbe avarice 
of my sovereign." 
Colonel Greene, the 


victor in this fight, was basely murder- 
ed aome time afterward by an infa- 
mous Tory. 


Benedict Arnold after his treason 


took with him a lot of Hessians and 
Tories to New London, Conn., fifteen 
miles from his birthplace, burned tbe 
town, attacked the fort at Groton, 
across the Thames river, and massa- 
cred the garrison after its commander 
the brave Colonel William Ledyard 
had surrendered the post to a vile Tory 
renegade from New Jersey named 
Bromfield. 
This miscreant ran Led 


yard through with the latter's own 
sword after he had surrendered on ac 
count of overwhelming odds.

worthy of note that tbe-Tories were 
altogether to blame for this infamous 
massacre. 


The Hessians assisted the British 


however, at the Paoli massacre, where 
a small army under General Anthonj 
Wayne was surprised by the enern? 
one night in September, 1777. Scores o 
Americans were slain without quartei 
A Hessian sergeant in describing the 
massacre said: "We killed 300 of th 
rebels with the bayonet I stuck them 
myself like so many pigs, one after an 
other, and the blood ran out of th 
touchhole of my musket." This fellov 
was a boaster, as only fifty-three boc 
ies of Americans were left on the lie] 
of slaughter. 


Nearly half the men surrendered b. 


Bursoyne at Saratoga were Hessians. 
A description of these prisoners fur- 
nished by a woman of Cambridge, 
Mass., Mrs. Winthrop, in a letter to a 
friend is Interesting. 
She speaks of 


the Hessians passing; "The sight was 
truly astonishing. 
I never bad the 


least idea that the creation produced 
such a sordid set of creatures in hu- 
man figure—poor, dirty, emaciated 
men; 
great numbers of women, who 


seemed to be the beasts of burden, 
having bushel baskets on their backs, 
by which they -rcere bent double." 


Many of the Hessian* settled in tbe 


United States and became good citi- 
zens. 
Their descendants aie among 


the thrifty, prosperous and patriotic 
Americans of today, far better off and 
more useful to society than they possi- 
bly couid have been bad their forefa- 
thers remained subjects of the tjran-

at an Average of a Mile In a Frac- 
tion Over 51 Seconds—Another Cov- 
ers tiie Lap, -47 r«'>!ca, at Rate of s. 
Mile Every 47 Seconds. 


Dieppe, France, July 3.—The grand 


prix of the automobile club of France 
was won by Felice Nazzaro, the Italian 
champion, against a field of 38 entries. 
With coolness, nerve and endurance 
he guided his car at a killing pace and 
overhauled two of the men ahead of 


him, 
Lancia and Duray, covering the 


477 miles of the course in 6 hours, 46 
minutes and 33 seconds, or at an aver- 
age of a mile in a fraction over 31 sec- 
onds. The fastest aM'iage time for a 
ap of the course was made by Duray, 
a French racer, who w*. ered the 47.7 
miles at the astounding rate of a mile 
every 47.7 seconds. The average rate 
of speed maintained by the winner for 
the distance establishes a new world's 
record. W. C. Christie, the only Amer- 
ican participant, driving an American 
machine, had trouble early in the race 
and did not figure among the leadcis. 
Dieppe was crowded Tvith visitors, and 
fully 50,000 people saw the start. The 
route was lined by spectators at all 
points of vantage, but owing to the 
excellent precautions taken—the en- 
tire course being patrolled by a total 
of 8,000 soldiers—there -nas no fatal 
accident, and only one minor collision 
was recorded. 


The race was one of the hardest 


fought and fastest automobile contests 
ever run. 
The roadway, undulating, 


with a few dangerous turnings and 
many rapid curves, was in excellent 
condition. The full 
course \\as 10 


times around the triangle. 


The victory of an Italian was a dis- 


appointment-to the French crowd, but 
Nazzaro was roundly cheered as he 
dashed in a winner. The plucky fight 
made by the other contestants ap- 
pealed to the spectators, who cheered 
their favorites heartily. 


The race was witnessed ray scores of 


persons prominent in European soci- 
ety and a great many -well-inown auto- 
mobilists from both sides of the At- 
lantic. The contestants represented 
Italian, French, Belgian,'German, En 
glish, Swiss and-s.4aserlcan manufac 
turerg of automobiles.
